Hauptrarin Found Guilty 
And Sentenced To Die In 


Electric Chair March 18th 


MLISMINGTON, N, J,, eb. 14 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann —sen- 
tenced to die in the eleetrie ehak 
the week of Mareh 18 next—was 
distraught state in his cell 
here today His “iron nerves 
finally gave way and he wept, 

The jury came to a decision in 
eleven hours and thirteen minutes, 

Hours after a jury of eight men 
and four women found him gullty 
of the murder of the Lindbergh 
baby, he lay face down on his cot, 
sobbing and muttering phrases in 
German, 

Me did not quake during those 
tense and dramatic moments when 
the jury said “guilty.” Nor when 


the judge pronounced the death 
sentence Then, with the world 
spotlight upon him, he “took it” 


like the soldier he onee was, 

But, alone in his eet, wit: th: 
vision of the electric efau naunt- 
ing him, he broke down, 

Hauptmiann's counsel said they 
would appeal the verdict and sen- 
tence to the highest court in the 
land, if necessary, But for Haupt- 
mann this is small solace. He has 
lost confidence, He plainly sees 
the handwriting on the wall, and 
it spells “death,” 

A strange figure, this man 
Hauptmann was, as he stood pale- 
faced and ereet in the courtroom 
at 10:45 o'clock Jast night and 
heard himself sentenced to die a 
little over a month from now. That 
was “New Jersey justice’ operat- 
ing full speed. 

That seene in the courtroom 
when Hauptmann’s doom was 
sealed will never be forgotten by 
eyewitnesses. It was packed with 
drama, It shook the nerves of all 
who saw it. 

Hauptmann took one look, It 
seemed to be enough for him, too. 
For a fraction of a second an ex- 
pression of fear swept his face. 
Then he stared straight ahead 
and waited, 

And what 
minutes went 


a wait it was. The 
by. The jury was 
in the box. The state police, in 
their bright uniforms, were sta- 
tioned in strategic spots all over 
the courtroom, The reporters were 


ready to “flash” the verdict. The 
seconds seemed minutes. A dra- 
matic hush pervaded the tiny 
courtroom. 


Finally, the kindly-face, distin- 
fuished-looking Justice Thomas 
W. Trenchard, in his flowing’ black 
robes, ascended the bench. 

You could almost hear the tick- 
ing of the courthouse clock. De- 
fense Attorney Lloyd Wisher gent- 
ly placed a reassuring hand on 
Hauptminn's shoulder and whis- 
pered something in his ear, Haupt- 
mann didn't budge. Nor did he 
answer Fisher, 

Outside, the motion picture 
flaves, shooting up a greenish red 


flame, illuminated the walls of the | 


Hall of Records to the right of the 
courtroom. Troopers pulled down 
the shades. The hubbub of the 
erowd in the streets accentuated 
the wierdness of it all. 

Justice Trenchard looked down 
from the bench and nodded to 
C, Lloyd Fell, the little gray-hair- 
ed county clerk. Fell read the 
names of the jury. Each juror 
answered to his or her name. The 
voices of the men jurors were 
firm—unnaturally so, it seemed— 
and the voices of the women were 
low and trembling. 

The last name called, the jurors 
rose in the box. The most dra- 
matic moment of the long trial 
was at hand. 

Had they reached a verdict? The 
clerk was asking this. They had. 
Who would speak for them? The 
foreman—Charles Walton, Sr., a 
machinist. 

Fell turned to Walton and ask- 
ed; “Mr, Foreman, what say you?” 

“Guilty of murder in the first 
degree,” said Foreman Walton.

ing of our fields and woods. When 
this gets under way I always get 
sick and it generally takes me 
about three weeks to get over it, 
The only difference in fertile soil 
and poor soil is the difference in 
the amount of vegetable matter in 
these soils. We should not destroy 
the first bunch of grass or pile 
of stalks, We should not only re- 
frain from doing this ourselves but 
we should also advise our neigh- 
bors concerning same. The grass, 
weeds, stalks, bushes, briars, brush 
and the like should be piled until 
we have the time or chance to haul 
it to the poor spots or washed off 
places, If we save everything of 
this nature on the place we could 
not hope to have enough to care 
for the bad places. Why not have 
a get-together meeting in your 
neighborhood and secure the co- 
operation of all your neighbors in 
seeing to it that no fire destroys 
fertilizer in your community?

Wight boxes in the courty voted 
mujovities for repeal of the pres- 
ent luws. In two of these boxes 
the majorily was only one vote, 
It is also a coincidence that in 
both of these precincts the same 
number of voters went to the polls 
and the result was identical in 
both, The beats are number four 
and number five, In box 1 of 
beaut 10 (Victoria), the vote was a 
tie. However, box 2 gave a ma- 
jority against the repeal of the 
law, so the beat goes in the dry 
column, In beat 14, one box voted 
ii majority for repeal and the oth- 
er box voled a majority against 
repeal, with the final result that 
the vote was a tie in that beat. 

THe voting was light throughout 
the county, only 2141 voters having 
cast their ballots. The inclement 
weather no doubt kept many away 
from the polls. ‘This represents 
only about half the voting strength 
of the county, It was not possible 
to get a complete tabulation on 
all three questions voted on Tues- 
day, but the result is practically 
the same on all. Most voters 
marked their ballots alike on all 
questions, either voting “Yes"’ to 
all three or “No” to all three. 

Below we are giving the com- 
plete tabulation for Coffee County 
by boxes. Under “Yes” is tabu- 
lated the votes cast for modifica- 
tion of the prohibition law, and for 
legalization of liquor, and under 
"No" are the votes cast against 
modification and against legaliza- 
tion of liquor.

RETURNED TO DEPT. TO DATE 


MONTGOMERY, Feb. 25—At 
least 152 babies in Coffee County 
will be sure of their “first citizen- 
ship papers,” since that many baby 
census cards already have been re- 
turned to the State Board of 
Health, Montgomery, in connection 
with the “Register Your Baby” 
campaign, 

In 1933 there were 664 births 
recorded from Coffee County, ac- 
cording to Dr. J. N. Baker, State 
Health Officer, The 1933 birth 
registration is used as a basis for 
estimating the number of cards 
that may be returned from any 
county, Dr, Baker pointed out. 

Parents in Coffee County can 
materially assist the Board of 
Health, and the two other cooper- 
ating agencies, the Bureau of the 
Census and the Alabama Relief 
Administration, and at the same 
time assure their baby of proper 
birth registration by filling out and 
returning a baby census card. The 
cards do not require postage. They 
are being checked with records in 
the Vital Statistics Bureau of the 
State Board of Health.

The following information was 
received by the County Agent from 
Washington and ia given here for 
the benefit of the cotton farmer: 

“The Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration has investigated 
the present supply, the probable 
market requirements, the probable 
carryover August 1, 1935, of 
American cotton, and the foreign 
situation in an effort to determine 
the size crop that would bring 
producers the largest income tin 
1935. As @ result of these investi- 
gations, it would seem that a crop 
of about 11,500,000 bales in 1935 
should be planned for, While a 
crop somewhat smaller would in 
all probability bring a higher price 
per pound, the total income from 
the crop might be less. On the 
other hand, a crop materially larg- 
er than 11,600,000 bales would un- 
duly depress the market in 1935 
and make it difficult to reduce the 
carryover to a desirable figure by 
August 1, 1936, and in this way 
would affect the 1986 price as well 
as the 1935 price. 

"If the objective of a crop of 
approximately 11,500,000 bales is 
to be achieved in 19385, it will be 
necessary for contract signers to 
take the full 35 per cent reduction 
permitted in 1935. If producers 
who signed contracts in 1934 and 
those who sign contracts in 1985 
reduce 35 per cent, it is estimated 
that a crop of about 11,500,000 
bales will be produced if yields 
are no more than average. 

"It will be to the advantage of 
individual cotton producers to re- 
move 85 per cent of their base 
acreage from cotton production 
and receive the maximum rentai 
payments permitted under their 
contracts in 1935. 

"Tt will be to the further ad- 
vantage of individual producers to 
plant in 1935 only 65 per cent of 
their base acreage because in no 
case will be bases used in making 
allotments of tax-exemption cer- 
tificates be more than 65 per cent 
of a producer’s base production. 
Producers should therefore be cau- 
tioned against planting more than 
65 per cent of their base acreage 
with the anticipation of buying 
surplus exemption certificates at 
reduced prices in 1935. It will be 
our recommendation that provi- 
sions be made which will prevent 
surplus exemption certificates be- 
ing sold much below the full 
amount of the tax, We will also 
recommend that the tax be kept 
adjusted at 50 per cent of the 
price, Neither of these things 
were done in 1934. 

“Due partly to the drought, food 
and feed will be somewhat less 
plentiful and prices will be higher 
in 1935 than they were in 1934. 
For this reason cotton producers 
should plant only 65 per cent of 
their base acreage to cotton, thus 
making available additional land 
on which to produce food and feed 
for home consumption. 

“It should also be called to the 
attention of producers that if two 
crops of different size are sold for 
the same gross value, a larger pro- 
portion of the total market value 
is usually returned to the producer 
from the smaller crop. It is cer- 
tain that the farmer cannot pro- 
duce the larger crop as cheaply, 

“Whether contract signers rent 
25 per cent or 35 per cent in 1935 
will be determined by how well 
they are informed of the need for 
a 35 per cent reduction in 1935,
